time that you add up a column 
of numbers you are utilizing 
the Associative Law of Addi­ 
tion" Do you know that when­ 
ever you multiply two num­ 
bers having more than one 
digit you are making use of 
the Distributive Law of Real 
Numbers? Do you really know 
what you are doing when you 
‘‘b o r r o w ” in a subtraction 
problem*1 Your children do­ 
or they will when they study 
Modern Mathematics. 
Maybe 
if 
you 
had 
been 
taught the “ why” of arithmetic 
as well as you were drilled in 
the “ how." it would be a more 
inviting tool. What the schools 
are attempting to do with your 
children is to aeauaint them 
with the functional reasoning 
behind 
the 
operations 
with 
numbers. This is 
M o d e r n 
Math. 


MODERN MATH is young. 
It is just now celebrating its 
10th birthday. It grew out of 
a revolt against stagnation in 
the math curriculum in our 
public schools. It is now influ­ 
encing colleges, and is spread­ 
ing over the entire country. 
It may not be a perfect teach­ 
ing method, but it's the best 
we have. 
For over 200 years arith­ 
metic was taught by memori­ 
zation and drill The children 
were required to memorize a 
seemingly endless number of 
rules and then spend hours in 
drill drudgery that was sup­ 
posed to drive in the mem­ 
orized routine. In the grade 
school 
they labored through 
arithmetic with unrealistically 
large numbers, and through 
dull, unimaginative, and artifi­ 
cial word problem' 
Of course individual teach­ 
ers 
and 
educators 
tried to 
change this dreary state of 
affairs, but the tremendous in­ 
ertia of the system stifled their 
efforts. 
The year 1955 marked the 
start of the first concentrated 
effort to change things. The 
College Entrance Examination 
Board 
(CEEB) 
appointed a 
commission to make sugges­ 
tions 
for improvement. The 
University of Illinois’ work in 
high school math, and the Uni­ 
versity of Maryland’s work in 
junior 
high 
schools 
around 
Washington. D C . gave further 
authority to this effort 
All three of these projects 
received financial and moral 
support 
from 
the 
Carnegie 
Foundation. The Russians with 
their Sputnik I in 1957 boosted 
these revitalization e f f o r t s . 
Shortly afterwards the School 
M a t h e m a t i c s Study Group 
(SMSGi financed by the Na­ 
tional Science Foundation was 
formed. This group adopted 
many of the findings of the 
earlier 
groups 
and 
carried 
them further. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL CUR­ 
RICULUM was revised first, 
in trigonometry, the emphasis 
on tedious calculations with 
logarithms was largely elimi­ 
nated. (We have computers for 
that now.I 
Solid geometry was replaced 
by an introduction to calculus 
or a math survey course. Al­ 
gebra was no longer to be a 
“do it this way because it s 
right'’ course, but rather one 
stressing understanding a n d 
reason. 
It was soon discovered that 


the revisions would be more 
successful if proper founda­ 
tions were laid. The work was 
extended downward until it is 
now in the primary grades. 
Because they had no precon­ 
ceived ideas nor habits to un­ 
learn. the children took to this 
new math eagerly. Resistance 
came principally from parents 
who were not fully informed 
and thought their hard earned 
mathematical knowledge was 
being swept aside and rendered 
valueless. 
This was and is not true. 
Your children will arrive at 
the same place as you have, 
or 
even 
a 
more 
advanced 
place. They are merely taking 
a different vehicle. 
With modern math training, 
the good student will be a bet­ 
ter mathematician, the aver­ 
age student will be improved, 
and the dumbbell will still be 
a dumbbell. 
About the only ones to suffer 
are parents who have to face 
the fact that their children are 
learning something that had 
not been invented when they 
went to school. In every revo­ 
lution the old suffer most. 
Do not get the idea that 
there were no advances 
in 


mathematics during the long 
period of doldrums in the pub­ 
lic school curriculum. Quite 
to the contrary, mathematics 
was advancing rapidly. The 
trouble 
was 
that 
this 
new 
knowledge was the almost ex­ 
clusive property ol top level 
mathematicians 
SMSG 
and 
other experimental groups had 
access to this knowledge They 
examined it critically and re­ 
vised it for the lower grades. 


THERE FOLLOWED a short 
period of chaos when some 
educators and a few authors 
grabbed at the work of these 
groups prematurely or with­ 
out careful study. This led to 
some courses of study and 
some 
textbooks 
that 
were 
pretty extreme. Cooler heads 
soon prevailed and these early 
mistakes were rectified. Mod­ 
ern Math is here to stay. 
Some principals and admin­ 
istrators 
seized 
on 
Modern 
Math early and eagerly trans­ 
mitted 
their 
enthusiasm 
to 
their faculties so that the pro­ 
gram was alive, vital and well 
taught. Others held out until 
the pressure of professional 
and public opinion became too 
great 
Some systems waited until 


junior high to introduce the 
new method Others adopted it 
in all grades simultaneously, 
or in any combination that can 
be imagined. This lack of uni­ 
formity hurt the public image 
of the new subject. 
Some students resented the 
break with tradition. Students 
were particularly bewildered 
when transferring from a tra­ 
ditional class to a modern i lass 
or ' ice versa 
Time 
i' 
tending 
to 
heal 
these wounds It is only when 
a child is brought up all the 
way with this new method that 
lie receives maximum benefit. 
You 
parents 
can 
not 
be 
blamed if you do not know 
nor understand Modern Math. 


Remember it had not been 
invented when you were in 
school. Either learn it or ig­ 
nore it. but don’t fight it. 
It is hoped that this brief 
introduction 
has 
made 
you 
more sympathetic to the topic 
under discussion. 
Future in­ 
stallments will acquaint you 
with some of the details and 
some of the language used in 
our classrooms today. W’e may 
not be able to go into the sub­ 
ject deeply enough so that you 
will be able to do your child's 
homework, but you need m 
longer wear that questioning 
look on your face when tin.

There was obviously nothing sinister 
in the Sausalito city officials’ original 
intent of furnishing the new police 
headquarters with donated material 
and cash. 
The police department's and or the 
city manager's idea of furnishing the 
new office with little or no cost to tax­ 
payers bus a noble one. 
Despite these good intentions, such 
practices could have set a dangerous 
precedent for the city and worked to 
the ultimate disadvantage of the com­ 
munity. 
Innocent donations for the p u b l i c 
good, under different circumstances, 
could easily lead to further donations 
with strings attached. Scandals involv­ 
ing favoritism and bribes can and do 
start from such innocent beginnings. 
Members of the Sausalito Chamber 
of Commerce should be commended 
for being alert to the potential dangers 
involved and bringing the matter to 
the attention of citv fathers. 
Credit is also due to Police Chief 
Kenneth H. Huck and City Manager 
Charles A. Brown for recognizing that 
the Chamber of Commerce had raised 
a pertinent point and for returning the 
donations forthwith. 
In the past, apparently, a couple of 
firehouses had been furnished with the 
help of donations. 
It is not at all difficult to see how 
this practice was initiated. City offi­ 
cials, eager to provide adequate facili­ 


ties in their new fire or police station, 
and attempting to keep tax costs to a 
minimum, would shop around for the 
best buys, perhaps at surplus stores. 
Going one step further, an enter­ 
prising official could ask himself: Why 
use tax money at all? I've got friends 
who have extra appliances and furni­ 
ture they would be glad to donate. 
Why not accept them? 
There was never even a hint of per­ 
sonal profit from such gifts. 
City employees who put in countless 
off-duty hours to prepare the new po­ 
lice station for occupancy and to col­ 
lect donations for furnishings were 
motivated by pride in their department 
and consideration for the taxpayers’ 
pocketbooks. 
When the potential dangers were 
pointed out, the officials were quick to 
openly acknowledge the errors in judg­ 
ment and abandon the practice for all 
time. 
They agreed completely with the 
mayor and the city council that “we 
want no future solicitations of any sort 
by anybody of any department in the 
city— no matter how noble the pur­ 
pose.” 
No one is infallible. When errors or 
potential trouble spots come to light, 
full and open discussion and correc­ 
tive measures are the best solution. 
This, the people and officials of 
Sausalito have d o n e . We commend 
them for it.

WASHINGTON - There is 
only one answer to the ques­ 
tion: Is the Soviet Union friend 
or foe of getting the Viet Nam 
war to the peace table? 
It is that Moscow, to the 
surprise of some, is proving 
itself an unyielding foe of every 
effort to replace war with 
negotiation. 
The latest evidence is at the 
United 
Nations, 
where 
the 
Soviets fought against allowing 
the Security Council to call a 
conference to which all parties 
to the war would be invited. 
Hanoi and Moscow played it 
in harness, like this: 
1. Hanoi served notice in ad­ 
vance that it would reject 
intervention by the U.N., that 
it would consider any action 
by the U.N. on Viet Nam as 
“null and void.” 
2. Stage two then emerged. 
Evidently Hanoi now wanted 
to appear a little willing to 
negotiate without running the 
risk of having to negotiate. It 
did this by suggesting that 
“consideration (of) . . . Viet 
Nam falls within the compe­ 
tence of the 1954 Geneva agree­ 
ment on Indo-China.” Could 
this mean that Hanoi is ready 
to return to the Geneva con­ 
ference to discuss a settle­ 
ment? 
3. It is at this point that 
the third stage of the ploy 
came into view in order to 
enable Hanoi to say it would 
talk 
settlement 
at 
Geneva 
without having to do so. How? 
Moscow takes care of that by 
refusing, as co-chairman, to 
call the Geneva conference 
into being. 
Hanoi rejects the U.N. Mos­ 
cow rejects both the U.N. and 
Geneva. And there it is: Hanoi 
to Moscow' to dead end. 


THERE ARE SOME who 
have expected that the Soviet 
Union might help toward a 
peaceful settlement in Viet 
Nam, for two reasons: 
Because M o s c o w did a 
valiant good deed at Tashkent 
in promoting peace between 
India and Pakistan 


Because the rivalry between 
Red China and the Soviet 
Union has become so bitter 
and fierce that Moscow might 
be expected to counter Peking 
policy at every point. 
But now those who »hoped 
that Moscow would be a friend 
of negotiation over Viet Nam 
have to admit that the evi­ 
dence is completely the other 
way. 


THERE WERE special cir­ 
cumstances in the India-Pakis- 
tan affair and no ideology and 
no Communist c o u n t r y in­ 
volved. For Moscow it was an 
exception. 
And as far as Viet Nam and 
“wars of liberation” generally 
are concerned, the Sino-Soviet 
feud works positively against 
the interests of p e a c e . It 
causes each to try to outdo 
the other’s determination to 
support “wars of liberation,” 
including Viet Nam. 
The real color of Soviet 
policy 
is not 
visible 
from 
Tashkent. That was a passing 
pastel. The real color is visi­ 
ble from last month’s tricon­ 
tinental 
conference 
of 
743 
delegates from 82 Communist 
c o u n t r i e s and Communist 
parties in Havana. 
it was summoned to provide 
new strategy and larger re­ 
sources to further Communist 
“wars of liberation” in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 


THE CHIEF Russian dele­ 
gate, a top man in the Krem­ 
lin. said: 
“The Soviet delegation came 
to this conference to promote 
in every conceivable way the 
unity of anti-imperialist forces 
on three continents, so as to 
unfold in still greater scale 
our common 
struggle. 
The 
Soviet people support people’s 
wars.” 
This is the mainstream of 
Soviet policy. This is why 
Moscow j o i n s Peking and 
Hanoi in blocking all peace 
efforts over Viet Nam. Mos­ 
cow supports the war unre­ 
servedly.

WASHINGTON—The Senate 
Preparedness Subcommittee’s 
unpublicized investigation of 
military shortages is uncover­ 
ing a lot of gravely disturbing 
pay dirt—much of it due di­ 
rectly to the armed services 
themselves. 
Still in its early stages, the 
probe, conducted behind closed 
doors because of the classified 
nature of much of the informa­ 
tion, already has a jolting rec­ 
ord of numerous instances ol 
crucial combat shortages and 
i n a d e q u a c i e s attributable 
squarely to Army, Air Force 
and Marine Corps negligence, 
mismanagement, i n c o m p e ­ 
tence, waste and other fail­ 
ings. 
A great deal of this evidence 
was turned over to the Senate 
investigators by the General 
Accounting Office, which in 
the past five years has sub­ 
mitted more than 25 detailed 
reports on such deficiencies. 
Many of the most scathing, dis­ 
closures are not publishable as 
a result of being declared clas­ 
sified by the Defense Depart­ 
ment. 
Graphically 
illustrative

the critical tenor of these re­ 
ports is the concluding para­ 
graph of a 1965 study titled 
“ Inadequate Maintenance and 
S u p p l y Support of Aviation 
Units of Eighth U.S. Army, 
Korea,” as follows: 
“This report is the latest in 
a series issued by the General 
Accounting Office on the readi­ 
ness of Army equipment in

cies were often similar to those 
described in this report. The 
Army has stated in this in­ 
stance that a major cause of 
the problem was a shortage of 
trained and experienced per­ 
sonnel. 
“We believe that a m o r e 
fundamental c a u s e was the 
failure of the Eighth Army to 
identify the extent and serious­ 
ness of the deficiencies. We 
believe many of the problems 
would have been correctible 
within the capabilities avail­ 
able to the Eighth Army had 
they been identified. . . . We 
believe that continuous com­ 
mand attention will be required 
to realize any long-term im­ 
provement in this area.” 


T H E R E P O R T pointedly 
notes that its complete account 
of this survey was classified 
“confidential” by the Depart­ 
ment of the Army. 
However, ce r t ai n portions 
are now available for publica­ 
tion. What they reveal is not 
a pretty picture, particularly 
of an army whose “primary 
mission is to d e t e r further 
aggression” in Korea. Follow­ 
ing are highlights of what the 
GAO found: 
“ During a six-month period, 
the availability of operational 
aircraft assigned to units of 
the Eighth Army was less than 
necessary to fully meet mis­ 
sion requirements. This condi­ 
tion was caused to a large ex­ 
tent by (1) inadequate supply 
support. (2) ineffective utiliza­ 
tion of qualified personnel, (3) 
shortages of technically quali­ 
fied maintenance personel. 
“ This condition was further 
aggravated by the failure of 
the units to effectively utilize 
the mechanics a s s i g n e d to 
them. 
“The mechanics were as­ 
signed to such jobs as life­ 
guards at swimming pools, dog 
handlers, truck drivers a n d 
control t o w e r operators. In 
addition, mechanics were re­ 
quired to perform a number of 
other incidental activities, such 
as guard and company duty 
a n d attending school, which 
further decreased the t i m e 
available to perform mainte­ 
nance work.

Waldo Is A World Apart 


By BRUCE COLEMAN 


Waldo is a world apart. 
It is a refuge for the indi­ 
vidualist. It is a place that be­ 
gins and ends at no definite 
boundaries. 
It is roughly lo­ 
cated on the northern edge of 
Sausalito and somewhere south 
of Richardson Bay Bridge. 
It once was a stop on the old 
electric railroad. 
Where 
did 
Waldo 
get 
its 
name? No one seems to know. 


However. Dolly Georgetti at 
the 
Sausalito 
Public 
Library 
found this in the book “ Califor­ 
nia Place Names” : “ It is quite 
possible that Waldo Point and 
Wraldo Station were named aft­ 
er Waldo, 
Ore. 
The Oregon 
town was named after William 
Waldo who had been of service 
to the people of the community 
and who was Whig candidate 
for governor of California in 
1853.” 
It is a watery area, chock-full 
of 
boats—round 
boats, 
Jules 
Verne type boats, beached boats 
and even some boats long sunk. 
If you live there and don’t live 
on a true boat, you may live on 
a house boat, an ark, something 
like the form er Spreckels boat 
house 
or 
the 
form er 
“ pink 
houses” of Mill Valley. Wal- 
doans design homes on water to 
look like the house of the old 
woman who lived in a shoe (the 
bedroom is on top of the shoe* 
or with a roof with a “ sloop 
droop.” 
Not only are Waldo inhabi­ 
tants boat dwellers, but many 
of them are in process of build­ 
ing their own boats. 
People who live at 
Wfaldo 
say this: “ I’ll never return to 
land,” “ It’s great,” and “ It’s 
the only scene.” 
Waldo is a mystic place when 
you walk down George Kappas’ 
long pier which almost touches 
Strawberry Point. 
Here black cormorants sit on 
tops of salt-white pilings and 
move their twisty necks slowly 
to the wail of the foghorns. 
Here, too, is the wreck of an 
old ship, apparently burned by- 
fire. a derelict protruding from 
the w ater near a Kappas-filled 
mud levee encrusted with white 
seashells. 


Waldo is mainly on property i thing lor denizens of Waldo to 
owned by Donlon Arques and 
Kappas. 
Kappas, the cocky renegade, 
owns about 70 acres stretching 
f r o m 
underwater 
Monterey 
Street, near Clipper Yacht Har­ 
bor to the south, to Richardson 
Bay Bridge to the north. His 
land is stone-throwing distance 
from Strawberry’s elegant new 
homes on land. 
“ We have about 250 berths 
now,” said Kappas, “ and plan 
2,500.” He has beautiful plans 
and claims the county is hold­ 
ing him back from developing. 
The county, on the other hand, 
has had troubles keeping Kap­ 
pas from filling against regula­ 
tion. 
Kappas has installed a $25,000 
sewage pumping plant which he 
says will handle his whole pro­ 
posed development, be it float­ 
ing or on solid land. The plant 
ties in with Sausalito-Marin City 
Sanitary District. In addition, he 
has built showers and toilets for 
his boat people at two different 
locations. 
Homes at Waldo have enticing 
names such as Sugar Shack. 
Space Ship, Delta Girl, Skookum 
One and Sea Urchin. 
At Waldo is the sm art night 
club, the Ark. aboard the re­ 
modeled 
paddle 
wheel 
ferry 
boat, 
Charles 
Van 
Damme, 
formerly Juanita’s Galley. 
Beside the Van Damme is 
Ken 
McCurdy’s 
ferry 
boat, 
Issaquah, recently a backdrop 
for a Hollywood movie. 
Across from the Van Damme 
is a half-sunken white boat. La 
Cresta. Elsewhere in the area 
are more sunken or beached 
vessels—all part of the scene. 


Short-bearded Jim Tishi lives 
aboard the Spreckels house, the 
form er boathouse once located 
in Sausalito’s Shelter Cove (Hur­ 
ricane Gulch* which now has 
five or six apartm ents. 
“ I used to work for Lockheed 
in Palo Alto.” said Tishi. “ Right 
now I'm making a film. I’m a 
fog chaser, one who is trying to j 
make a film on fog. I’m having | 
such a good time I haven’t even 
i looked for a job.”

lie said that he rescued the 
old boat, which had drifted to 
Strawberry in a storm, and had 
patched it with burlap, sheet 
metal, bolts and tar. “ I call it 
Sesame Seed,” he said. 
“ It’s a good working boat. We 
were using it to change anchors 
yesterday.” 
Tishi, who lives with two cats, 
also has an old blue bike, peel­ 
ing of paint, which he pulled 
out of the bay near his house. 
“ One tire was still filled with 
air,” he said.

Marin TB Cases I 
Show Increase 
In Last Year 


Tuberculosis is on the increase 
in Marin County, according to 
statistics released by the Marin 
County Health Department. 


New cases of the so-called 
“ white plague” increased from 
33 in 1964 to 50 in 1965, it was 
announced in the current issue 
of “ Emphasis: Marin’s Health,” 
the quarterly publication of the 
department. 
The article emphasized that 
services important to the pre­ 
vention and control of tuber­ 
culosis are available through the 
health department, among them 
chest X-rays, skin tests, labora­ 
tory services, and chest clinics. 
The quarterly, a summary of 
the department’s activities dur­ 
ing the past year, contains ar­ 
ticles of nutrition and youth, 
sanitation, rabies control, and 
public health nursing.
